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IWY  Conference 
Convening 
in  Houston 

First  Convention  Since  1848 

At  11:30  AM,  on  November  18,  a 
woman  relay  runner  carrying  a  lit  torch 
will  enter  the  Houston  Coliseum  to  the 
cheers  of  1,442  elected  delegates  conven- 
ed to  develop  a  National  Plan  of  Action 
on  women's  rights.  The  plan  will  be 
submitted  to  President  Carter  and  the 
Congress  by  the  International  Women's 
Year  Commission  in  March  of  1978.  The 
goal  of  the  Commission  and  the  conven- 
tion delegates  is  to  formulate  and  adopt 
recommendations  aimed  at  eliminating 
barriers  to  equality  for  women.  It  will 
be  the  first  such  convocation  in  the 
United  States  since  1848,  when  a  confer- 
ence called  by  famed  feminist  Elizabeth 
Cady  Stanton  met  in  Seneca  Falls,  New 
York.  The  1848  group  drew  up  a 
Declaration  of  Sentiments  which  included 
such  now  taken-for-granted  rights  as 
suffrage.  The  runner  carrying  the  lit 
torch  into  the  Houston  Coliseum  will 
also  be  carrying  a  Declaration  of  Senti- 
ments, this  one  penned  by  International 
Women's  Year  Commission  member  and 
poet-playwright  Maya  Angelou. 

Background  History 

To  understand  the  scope  and  signific- 
ance of  this  convention  in  Houston,  it 
will  be  best  to  give  a  little  background 
history.  The  United  Nations  proclaimed 
1975  International  Women's  Year  and 
sponsored  a  conference  that  year  in 
Mexico  City.  Members  of  the  conference 
adopted  a  World  Plan  of  Action  to 
improve  the  lives  of  women  worldwide. 

In  the  United  States,  a  Presidental 
Order  established  a  National  Commission 
on  the  Observance  of  International 
Women's  Year.  The  Commission's  task 
was  to  adopt  recommendations  aimed  at 


eliminating  barriers  to  equality  for  wom- 
en. That  Commission  made  115  recom- 
mendations in  its  1976  report,  entitled 
"...To  Form  A  More  Perfect  Union..." 
Justice  for  American  Women.  This 
report  will  serve  as  the  handbook  for  the 
National  Conference  here  in  Houston.  It 
was  already  used  in  all  fifty  states  and 
six  territories  at  the  conventions  held 
earlier  this  year  to  select  delegates  to  the 
National  convention. 

Act  of  Congress 

International  Women's  Year  was  ex- 
tended to  a  Decarlp  for  Women  (1970- 
1985)  by  the  United  Nations.  A  Second 
World  Conference  has  been  scheduled  for 
1980.  As  part  of  the  U.S.  participation 
in  the  Decade  for  Women,  the  94th 
Congress  extended  the  life  of  the  Nation- 
al Commission  to  March  1978  and  pro- 
vided funding  for  State  Meetings  and  the 
National  Women's  Conference.  Con- 
gress' Public  Law  94-167  named  the  IWY 
Commission  as  sponsor  and  provided 
five  million  dollars  in  funding  to  hold  all 
the  various  state  and  territory  meetings 
and  the  national  meeting. 

The  meetings  drew  over  130,000  wom- 
en from  all  walks  of  life.  Women 
ranging  from  elected  legislators  and  Fed- 
eral Appointees  to  artists  and  writers  to 
migrant  workers,  coal  miner's  widows, 
handicapped  workers,  and  prison  inmates 
attended  the  state  and  territory  meetings. 

Attendance  varied  in  size,  but  not 
always  in  proportion  to  the  state's  pop- 
ulation. While  California  and  New  York 
states  have  approximately  equal  popula- 
tions, the  California  conference  drew 
6,000  attendees  and  New  York  attracted 
almost  twice  as  many,  11,000.  The  best 
state  in  terms  of  per  capita  attendence 
was  the  sparsely  populated  Rocky 
Mountain  state  of  Utah,  which  drew  the 
largest  state  convention  crowd,  13,000. 
(Perhaps  Utah's  past  status  as  a  Mormon 
territory  in  which  polygamy  was  en- 
couraged heightened  interest  in  women's 
rights.) 

Varied  Delegates 

At  these  state  and  territory  meetings, 
women  elected  delegates  to  the  conven- 
tion and  enacted  resolutions  on  the  issues 
most  affecting  women  today.  Public 
Law  94-167  intended  that  delegates  from 
each  state  or  territory  represent  and 
include  "...groups  which  work  to  ad- 
vance the  rights  of  women;  and  members 
of  the  general  public,  with  special  emph- 
asis on  the  representation  of  low  income 
women,  members  of  diverse  racial,  ethnic 
and  religious  groups  and  women  of  all 
ages. " 

The  intent  of  the  law  was  interpreted 
differently  in  various  places.  Alaska's 
meeting,  which  drew  780  women,  elected 
twelve  delegates  including  women  of 
Tlingit,  Eskimo,  Athabascan,  Black,  Jap- 
anese and  Caucasian  descent.  Following 
certain  charming  old   Southern   customs, 
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the  delegations  from  Mississipps  and 
Alabama  drew  censure  from  the  IWY 
Commission.  The  twenty-four  member 
Alabama  delegation  has  only  two  black 
women.  Not  to  be  outdone,  Mississippi 
is  sending  an  all-white  delegation  that 
includes  five  men.  Look  away,  look 
away,  look  away,  Dixieland... 

The  larger  states  made  special  efforts 
to  get  representatives  from  all  groups. 
Fully  30  of  California's  90  delegates  are 
from  low-income  groups,  and  over  50% 
of  the  Tennessee  delegation  is  officially 
low-income.  Little  Rhode  Island  printed 
its  state  convention  materials  and  an- 
nouncements in  Portuguese  and  Spanish 
as  well  as  English,  and  Maine  printed 
materials  in  French  for  its  French-Canad- 
ian population.  Overall,  though,  the 
convention  will  consist  of  women  in  the 
26-55  age  bracket,  with  middle-income 
backgrounds. 

Among  the  more  unusual  delegates  will 
be  Vanessa  Oruska  from  Philadelphia,  a 
sixteen  year-old  11th  grader  who  lives  in 
a  group  home  as  a  ward  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Welfare,  Jo-Ann  Edwards,  a 
seventeen  year-old  Black  waitress  from 
Tennessee,  and  Deborah  Benzil,  a  Brown 
University  freshman.  It  can  be  assumed 
their  outlooks  will  be  balanced  with 
those  of  delegates  such  as  Grace  Davis, 
Deputy  Mayor  of  Los  Angeles,  State 
Senator  (New  York)  Carol  Bellamy,  and 
Gloria  Schaffer,  Secretary  of  State  in 
Connecticutt. 

The  various  state  and  territory  meet- 
ings also  produced  resolutions  on  wom- 
en's topics  such  as:  Homemaker  Rights, 
Child  Care,  Employment,  Education, 
Teenage  Pregnancy,  International  Inter- 
dependence, Media,  the  ERA,  Credit, 
Physical  and  Mental  Health,  Female  Of- 
fenders, Older  Women,  Women  in  Elect- 
ive and  Appointive  Office,  Racial  and 
Ethnic  Women,  the  Arts  and  Humanities, 
and  Strategies  for  Change. 


2,500  Mile  Run 

To  publicize  this  convention,  entitled 
Women  on  the  Move,  organizers  decided 
to  run  the  torch  relay  from  the  site  of 
the  first,  and  only  previous,  convention 
in  Seneca  Falls,  New  York.  To  that  end, 
on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  September 
28,  1977,  at  the  corner  of  Falls  and 
Mynderse  Streets,  the  site  of  the  original 
1848  convention,  the  townspeople  of 
Seneca  Falls,  members  of  the  press,  and 
keynote  speakers  Judy  Carter,  (the  Presi- 
dent's daughter-in-law  and  a  contributing 
editor  to  Redbook  magazine),  New  York 
Lieutenant  Governor  Mary  Ann  Krupsak, 
and  feminist  Sissy  Farenthold  met  to  hold 
a  commemorative  march.  The  Wesley  an 
Chapel  where  300  men  and  women  met 
in  1848  to  hear  speeches  by  feminists 
Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton,  and  Lucy  Stone, 
and  anti-slavery  advocates  Lucretia  Mott 
and  Frederick  Douglass,  is  now  a  laun- 
dromat. Consequently,  the  1977  group 
marched  a  few  blocks  to  the  Seneca  Falls 
Women's  Hall  of  Fame.  There,  they 
staged  a  candlelight  service  and  Carter, 
Krupsak,  and  Farenthold  made  state- 
ments. 

The  next  morning,  at  8:00  AM,  Kathy 
Switzer,  the  first  woman  to  ever  run  in 
the  Boston  Marathon,  was  handed  a  lit 
torch  by  a  descendant  of  a  woman  who 
participated  in -the  1848  convention.  She 
set  off  at  a  trot,  passing  the  torch  after  a 
few  miles  to  Donna  deVerona,  an  Olym- 
pic gold  medal  winner,  who  later  passed 
it  on  to  Carole  Oglesby,  president  of  the 
National  Association  of  Women  and 
Girls  in  Sports,  and  so  on,  for  the  2,500 
miles  and  fifty-one  days,  two-and-a-half 
hours  to  the  Houston  Coliseum. 

The  relay  was  organized  by  the  Nat- 
ional Association  of  Girls  and  Women  in 
Sports  and  the  National  Commission  on 
International  Women's  Year.  It  was 
sponsored  by  womenSports  magazine, 
and  endorsed  by  the  President's  Council 


on  Physical  Fitness  and  Sports.  Not  to 
miss  a  little  Ail-American  opportunity  for 
good  public  relations  and  product  pro- 
motion, the  Colgate-Palmolive  Corpora- 
tion donated  2,000  t-shirts  to  the  run- 
ners. 

Goals  of  Convention 

From  November  18  through  the  21st, 
the  Albert  Thomas  Convention  Center 
will  be  the  scene  of  the  massive  IWY 
conference.  In  addition  to  the  1,442 
delegates,  members  of  the  IWY  Commis- 
sion and  their  staffs  (Bella  S.  Abzug  is 
the  Presiding  Officer.  Other  illustrious 
members  include  Betty  Ford,  Coretta 
King,  Gloria  Steinem,  Senator  Birch 
Bayh,  and  Senator  Charles  Percy.),  there 
will  be  over  15,000  visitors  and  observers 
from  all  56  states  and  territories,  and 
over  50  foreign  countries. 

Broadly,  the  delegates  will  consider  the 
following  goals  during  the  Conference: 
—to  recognize  the  contributions  of  wom- 
en to  the  development  of  our  country; 
— to   assess   the   progress    that   has   been 
made    in    promoting    equality    between 


women  and  men  in  all  aspects  of  life  in 
the  United  States; 

— to  study  the  role  of  women  in  econom- 
ic, social,  cultural  and  political  develop- 
ment; 

— to  assess  the  participation  of  women  in 
efforts  aimed  at  the  development  of 
friendly  relations  and  cooperation  among 
nations  and  to  strengthen  world  peace; 
— to  identify  barriers  that  prevent  women 
from  participating  fully  and  equally  in  all 
aspects  of  national  life,  and  to  develop 
recommendations  for  means  by  which 
such  barriers  can  be  removed; 
— to  establish  timetables  for  the  acheiv- 
ments  of  objectives  set  forth  in  such 
recommendations; 

— to  provide  a  forum  for  all  women  to 
join  in  the  celebration  of  their  past 
efforts  and  to  make  plans  for  the  future. 

To  help  further  those  goals,  and  to 
examine  the  issues  they  raise,  KPFT  is 
dedicating  this  issue  of  the  Program 
Guide  to  the  IWY  Conference  and  will  be 
providing  extensive  live  coverage  of  the 
events  on  the  convention  floor  as  they 
occur.  So  stay  tuned  to  90.1  FM  during 
the  Convention.

Starting  off  the  Celebration  of  Women 
week  and  the  conferente  is  a  59  minute 
interview  with  Dr.  Margaret  Mead  con- 
ducted by  NPR  Options  reporter  Barbara 
Newman. 

Beyond  accounts  of  her  extraordinary 
career,  Dr.  Mead  gives  listeners  a  verbal 
trouncing  with  her  views  on  the  "me 
first"  mentality  of  the  current  women's 
movement. 

"The  terrible  unhappiness  of  living  in  a 
$30,000  house  with  two  cars  and  a 
dishwasher,  as  compared  to  the  condi- 
tions under  which  most  women  live  in 
the  world,  doesn't  impress  me  very 
much,"  Says  Dr.  Mead.  "The  thing  I 
don't  like  about  the  present  women's 
movement  is  this  emphasis  on  me... me... 
me... me...  7  must  express  myself  with- 
out their  ever  asking:  'What  can  I  do 
for  other  women... what  can  I  do  for 
children,  and  what  can  I  do  for  the 
world'. " 

Mead  may  anger  some  feminists  but 
the  interview  does  point  to  the  turmoil  of 
a  maturing  movement— a  movement 
which  is  moving  beyond  suburban  con- 
cerns (according  to  its  critics)  to  attack 
more  universal  problems.  The  interview 
will  be  heard  over  KPFT  on  Friday, 
November  18,  at  7:00  PM.

But 
politically,  the  festival  is  a  statement 
against  the  "closed-shop  mentality"  of  a 
predominately  male  music  industry. 

Musical  highlights  from  the  six-day 
festival  include  recordings  of  Jane  Sapp 
in  a  dynamic  performance  of  gospel 
music;  Lucha  singing  contemporary  polit- 
ical songs;  Sweet  Honey  in  the  Rock 
performing  a  rousing  soul  set;  and  Mal- 
vina  Reynolds  belting  "Dump  the  Judge." 
Also  included  are  country  music  singers 
Anne  Romaine  and  Hazel  Dickens.  The 
Folk  Festival  time  slot  is  Thursday, 
November  24,  at  9:00  AM. 

Options 
In  Education 

Immediately  following  the  Folk  Festival 
U.S.A.  broadcast,  at  11:00  AM,  will  be 
the  first  of  a  two-part  special  of  Options 
in  Education  entitled  "School  Sports: 
Physical  Miseducation?" '.  The  emphasis 
will  be  on  sports  programs  for  women 
and  girls. 

According  to  HEW's  interpretation  of 
TITLE  l5< — the  prohibition  of  sex  discrim- 
ination in  education— single  sex,  physical 
education  departments  are  permitted  as 
long  as  men  and  women  have  compar- 
able athletic  programs.  But,  according  to 
Dr.  Bernice  Sandler,  Director  of  the 
Project  on  Women  at  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges,  "[The]  difficulty 
with  the  sports  issues  is  that  the  legal 
precedents  are  simply  not  clear.  The 
principles  developed  in  other  cases  don't 
easily  apply  to  athletic  issues..."  The 
result,  confirms  Dr.  Mary  Berry,  Assis- 
tant Secretary  for  Education,  HEW,  is 
that  "[We]  still  have  things... like  women 
not  being  permitted  to  swim  in  the 
swimming  pool,  or  not  being  able  to 
have  the  same  services  or  facilities  as 
men  have. " 

In  addition  to  university  athletics,  the 
two-part  special  will  report  on  sports 
programs  for  girls  in  primary  and  sec- 
condary  education. 


Meet  KPFT's  New 
Manager 


At  long  last,  after  ten  months  of 
searching  the  entire  United  States,  the 
Pacifica  Foundation  and  KPFT  in  Hous- 
ton arrived  at  a  mutually  satisfactory 
person  for  the  position  of  station  General 
Manager.  The  new  manager  is  Michael 
J.  August,  a  twenty-six  year  old  native  of 
Houston.  He  assumed  his  duties  at  the 
helm  of  KPFT  this  October  1.  He  is  the 
first  official  manager  since  Bob  Rogers 
quit  that  post  January  1,  1977.  Since 
then,  KPFT  had  had  two  interim  manag- 
ers. Steve  Heimel  took  over  from 
Rogers,  then  left  in  May  to  be  replaced 
by  G.  Dallas  Mayer. 

Asked  to  make  a  statement  for  the 
Program  Guide,  August  wrote,  "After 
seven  years  of  volunteer  effort  at  Pacifica 
Radio,  I  have  been  allowed  to  assume 
the  helm.  It  provides  me  with  the 
opportunity  to  show  my  home  town  of 
Houston  how  community  radio  can  serve 
the  needs  of  our  audience." 

August  is  a  graduate  of  Spring  Branch 
High  School  and  holder  of  a  degree  in 
Communications  from  the  University  of 
Texas  at  Austin. 

August's  first  act  as  General  Manager 
consisted  of  securing  a  Federal  Emergency 
Employment  grant  to  fund  six  new  pay- 
ing positions  at  the  station.  It  is 
everybody's  hope  that  Mike  will  bring 
KPFT  up  its  long-unfulfilled  capacity  to 
provide  Houston  with  the  best  non-com- 
mercial radio  station  in  the  U.S.  The 
potential  is  certainly  there.  Stay  tuned, 
we'll  be  growing  bigger  and  better  soon.
